four big letter s G -O -L -D off M is­ 
sour i paper . 
The house yester day, 
by a vote of 89 to 37, 
passed the 


bill r epor ted by the judiciar y c o m ­ 
mittee 
doing 
away 
with 
“ 
gold ” 
contr acts in the state of Missour i, 


and pr oviding that in the futur e any 
obligation shall 
be 
paid 
in 
the 
monkey of the constitution— either 
gold or silver . 
The bill passed by 
the house pr ovides that: 


The gold and silver coins of the 
United States shall be a full legal 
tender , at their face value, in pay­ 
ment for all the debts, public or 
pr ivate, her eafter contr acted in this 
state, and such as may be her eafter 
contr acted elsfewher e, but the p a y ­ 
ment of which may be attempted to 
be enfor ced by pr ocess of law in 
the cour ts of the state, 
or in the 
cour ts of the United States, heid 
within the iir aits of the slate, and 
for all such debts attempted to be 
enfor ced 
by 
sale 
under deed of 
tr ust without r egar d to the ter ms 
of the contr act. 
T h e bill also pr ovides that her e­ 
after no judgments shall be r ender ed 
in any cour t, on any kind of a c o n ­ 
tr act, for any specific kind of mon­ 
ey— no matter what is the wor ding 
of the contr act, 
but shall be r en­ 
der ed simply in dollar s and cents, 
and shall be payable in either gold 
or silver . 
The last section of the bill r eads: 
“ 
All deeds of tr ust or mor tgages 
made her eafter to secur e any sum 
whatever , 
or pur por ting to secur e 
any note or bond or other obliga­ 
tion, shall be r ender ed satisfied in 
the or dinar y 
modes pr ovided by 
law, on payment or tender , to the 
owner or holder of ,said debt the 
amount due ther eon,'in the gold or 
silver coins of the United States at 
their face value, and any sale made 
under any such mor tgage or deed 
of tr ust iifter the afor esaid payment 
or tender shall be vo id .” 
T he r epublicans knew that the 
bill would pass when it was r ead,but 
they 
made 
an 
or ator ical 
stand 
against it, simply for political ef­ 
fect, and the democr ats wer e well 
satisfied to let them have all of that 
sor t 
of 
“ 
political 
effect” 
they 
wanted. 
T u bbs star ted the fight against 
the bill. 
H e r oar ed loud and long 
that the bill was unconstitutional, 
and r epeated a gold standar d speech 
with 
which 
the 
good 
people of 
Osage county wer e fr equently a f­ 
flicted dur ing the r ecent campaign. 
Dunn, of St. 
Louis, 
in the full­ 
ness of his wisdom, 
infor med the 
house that the bill was unconstitu­ 
tional. 
H e 
did 
not 
attempt 
to 
ar gue 
fr om 
that 
standpoint, but 
claimed that if the bill passed the 
easter n money loaner s would r efuse 
to r enew matur ing obligations, and 
thus put many debtor s to ser ious 
inconvenience. 
Bohar t, R e b o ,B u r ­ 
r oughs, Tr ibbet and a number of 
other s of 
the 
major ity spoke in 
favor of the bill. 
All the d e m o ­ 
cr ats and one r epublican. Piper , of 
St. Louis, 
voted for the bill. 
A 
str ong fight will be made against 
the bill in the senate.
